RFK Is ‘Source 
Of Discord’ y ^ 

ATLANTA, Ca. (AiP) — Texas 
Gov. Joton Conn ally says that 
Sen. (Robert Kennedy , OD-N.Y., 
has been a “source of discord” 
in this country by his critical 
words on Vietnam. 

“They’ve had a detrimental 
effect on the whole attitude of 
people in this country and an 
even more disastrous effect in- 
sofar as Ho Chi (Minh and the 
Communist world are concer- | 
end.” Oonnally said. 

The governor said Kennedy’s 
public statements on Vietnam 
have been especially unfortu- 
nate in light of the role he 
played in the administration of 
his brother, President John F. 
Kennedy. 

Conn ally made his comments 
at a news conference in Atlanta 
prior to addressing approxi- 
mately 1,300 Georgia Democrats 
at a $50-per-plate Jefferson - 
Jackson fund-raising dinner. 

At the dinner, Coorially de- 
fended the national administra- 
tion, declaring, “they sure don’t 
do everything to suit me, but I 


don’t have the resporaibility of I 
the presidency either.” 

“Tell me a time, tell me a na-N 
tion where we’ve had it better,” 
Connally said. j 

At his news conference, Con- 
nally declined to say if he thinks 
Kennedy’s Vietnam criticism is 
politically motivated. But he did 
say, “obviously, Sen. Kennedy 
hasn’t conducted himself in a 
manner designed to help Presi- 
dent Johnson.” 

“It is regrettable that he and 
other senators have chosen to 
speak out on this point,” Con- 
nally declared. “The net effect 
of all he's said and done has 
been to hurt the course of the 
conduct of the foreign affairs of 
this country.”
